. ' As to Specificati on 1: The accused was identified as having been 
in .charge of administration at folcyo '.rta JP0W Camp 19-D from 5 May’ 1944 to 
4 June 1945 (R.60>. Be tweeny May 1944 and 6-April 1945-at -said enmp accused, 
beat Allied PW's .John Robertson, Thomas McCann, WiTlidm Mitchell and James Boyle 
following some trouble at the Yokohama dock when Robertson struck a coolie. 
Subsequent to the beating they were placed in - a. guardroom and confined without . 
food or water for four days (Ex. 5, 6, 10, 12, 22, 23). 

As to Specific a. tioh 2: On or about 20 May 1945 at Comp 19-D, 
.accused beat Charles R. A, Holmes, medical orderly in charge of the camp, vhen 
the prisoner refused to work at the dock unloading coal. He was knocked sense¬ 
less to the ground, revived and beaten again. He was'then placed in detention 
without food or'water from 9 a.n. to 9 p.m. (Ex. 5, 6, 10, 12, 23). 

. As to Specif ication 3? Not Guilty. , • • 

As to Specification. 4.S. Between 5 May 1944 and 6 April 1945 at 
Comp 19-D, accused struck V/miani Mitchell with a wooden sword'and beat him; 

.he beat and abused other American and Allied PW's; Pvt. Purdoe, a member of 
.the R.'A. Regiment, was struck with the clenched fists of Mnno and knocked down; 
John Bowlen and Pvt. Broderick were abused; Pvt. William Hill was severely 
beaten for-striking a Japanese civilian (Ex. 5, 12). 


As to Specification l i Withdrawn (R. 44). ■ 

. As t o-' Specificat ion 2 : Accused was identified as camp commander 
of POT' Gamp 19-D ahd Camp'lT-D during the period 20 December 1944 to 4 June 1945 
(R. 55,. 60, 7B,,82; Ex. 2, 9). Squadron Leader Neal ; Thoraas Quinn, between 
21. December 1944 and'4 June 1945, was coerced into signing a parole under threat 
of severe punishment, solitary confinement and starvation for himself and bad _ 
•treatment for the other FW* s in the camp if he did not >sign (R. 86; Ex. 12, 15.) •

As .to Specification 3b : Between 21 December 1944 and 4 June 1945 
Squadrop. Leader- Heal Thomas Quinn, an Australian PVT,'was punched in the jaw by 
a Japanese sergeant until he was unconscious (Ex. 12, 15 ).

As to Specific a tion. 4 ; Between 1 March 19A5 and A Junel94!5 at 
POW Comp 19-D, trouble occurred, between the PW's ah^.. 1 coolies unloading.coal. 

A guard struck.Robertson because he was not working Hard enough. Willihm Mitchell 
then rushed.in and struck the guard and James Boyle and Able Seaman Thomas McCann 
and y other prisoners became embroiled in a fight. These four Allied PW's were ' 
then beaten and' plaoed in'cortfinement'for four days Without water and food (R» 46, 
47, 55, 78, 79, 81; Ex. 6, 10, 12, 22, 23).

Curtain, a British FW,~was severely beaten by Kuriyama in the presence of Lt, 
Kanetsuna because Lt. Curtain insisted that sick PW's could not work (R. 31, 
38; Ex. 24). •’ 

As to Specification 10 ; Between 4 June 1945 and 1 September 19 l 
numerous American and'Allied prisoners of war were beaten and otherwise mis¬ 
treated (R. 39-41; Ex. 2). Capt. Slaasted, a very old man of the Norwegian 
Merchant Marine, was given a severe beating (R. 3l). An Italian boy was beal 
Capt. Cant was beaten (R. 40). . * ■ 

b. For thg Defense : 

. The accused, Junji Wano, was properly advised of his rights as ) 

witness (R. 59) and stated that he desired to testify under oath and on the 
stand testified (R. 59-77). He is married and has a child three years old. 
He had five years of schooling. He was at POW Camp 19-D from 5 Hay 1944 unti 
4 June 1945 when it closed. He was corporal there until 1 .August 1944 vhen h 
became a sergeant. He had administration of the whole camp (R. 60). When he 
was first there Lt, Hayashi was in command of the camp and. when Lt, Hayashi 
left,’Lt. Kanetsuna tpok command, ’“hen McCann, Boyle, Mitchell and Robertsor 
(Spec', 1) were implicated in' the fight at the dock, accused was not present 
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Bdwlen reported Yoshida had struck him becuuso'of some argument over a blunkfffc, 

Vano knew nothing regarding Broderick (Spec. 4,. Mono). When Mitchell an4 PurdOO 
brought an organ into the bathhouse and Mitchell, wearing a loih cloth, danflbd 
they were reported (Ft. 67) to Man? vho had Mitchell stand at the ^ste for thirty ' 
ninutos clad'only in a loin cloth. Hill struck a ship's cook when he Vould hot 
give him a light and broke the cook's glasses. Hill was put in the guardhouse 
rather than trying him by,court-martial (R. 68). 'Accused had beer, slapped by his 
superior for infraction- of .rules. } • •>. 

v Tsuruiohi Takahashi, a witness for the defense, testified (R. 44-56) 
that he .lived'in Canada for'37 years and ,was interpreter for'the Yokohama .Steve- 
doring Corapary'who employed P'/'s. He identified the accused; Ryugo Kanetsuna 
and Junji Mcno. He recalled.medical'orderlyHolmes.(Spec. 2, Mario) being punished 
for refusing to work (R. 48) . He remembered when Hendersoh was punished. 1 by' being 
made to hold a chair in the air; this punishment weff given because Henderson 
traded stolen'articles rath coolies on the ship for cigarets (F.^48).. He rentember-1 
ed Hill-(Spec, h, Mnno) who was punished by. being placed irri the guardhouse, for '•■' 
striking a'coolly oh board a ship because the-coolie wauld* not giye him a light ,. ; 
for a cigaret. The' Pi’/ had, been -forbidden to go-into the galley (R."50j,\ He 
heard that McCarfin and. Boyle tainted the. second. or. thiri_day af ber theywere_.con- 
fiftgd-without food or waterl(Spec; 1, Mnh®J Speq.*4, Kanetsuna; R. 53>- -.EK. 
Kahetsana*ordered the'punishment; (Spec.*4JfSh & iHuna)”pf prisoners-Ml tphelL, v 
AlcCann, Boyle and Robertson (R.. 54>.; -Lt'. Kanetsuna s«s taking care of both *• - 
Camp'18-aWd Camp*19 -D/r. 55 ).- Actually KSneCSTSha had- the ^ responsibility of. . :>4 _

, Yaraamuro Ch'uichi testified for the defense (R.'57> 58) that McCenft? , 
Mitchell, Boyle apd Robertson wore kept in confinement for four or five days 
and were weak and vtobbly when released v He heard they had received 5 *some food. 


Ryugo Kanetsuna, having been.advised of his rights, (R. 3) testified 
under oath in his own behalf'(R,.77-91). The accused is twenty-five years mid 
eleven months.of age, single, and has a mother, a brother and' brother's wile 
living (R. 77). He recalled the instance of McCann, Mitchell, Bpyle and 
Robertson's trouble in camp. Wien they denied striking the guard he .became in- „ 
furiatod and told them in English "four days, no rice 11 . They were released on 
the fourth day, (R. 80). He did not order their hand®-and feet bound. He had 
intended to release,them at the end of the fourth day, but when on that day-he 
sa.w them so weak, ho. ordered, their release earlier (R. 81).- Holmes.wa.s not a 
medical orderly as recognized by the International Red Cross; he .was an ambulance 
stretcher bearer, but for convenience sake ha was recognized as medical orderly 
and accused did not order his'confinement. He did not'hear Sgt. Kuriyama beat¬ 
ing Surgeon Lt. A. F. Curtain, though he aid hear a lot - of arguing (R. 88/.
